BRITISH COLUMBIA. 



Tbe anticipated revenue of British Colum- 
bift tliB progent year, as wo proviouRly stated, 
is £153,000. The Cugtoins receipts "o ,v Ijc- 
fore us of almost nine raontlis of 1865 would 
indicate that thu noighboring GovornmcDt 
bas boon aa egrcgioi:s in its caloiilationB as 
our own. In ttio estimated receipts tbe im- 
port duties, export duty, harbor dues, head 
money, &o., are put down nt Xl)5,oOO, mid 
tbo roads' lolls at £20,000. Up till tliu iCth 
of the present month wo find on calculation 
that the inipo.t and other duos coverod by the 
XQ5,000 havo only ranched £52,000, which 
added to £3000— the probable retoroB of the 
two weelcs following the 16th infllaot, — 
will give for the uino months £55,000. 
Allowing £15,000 for the next throe months 
— a large ainounl when wo consider tho 
great falling off which is always shown ui- 
wards the end of tho year — and wo sh'ill 
havo £70,000 as the result for the twolvo 
months, or £25,000 loss than tbe amount cs' 
limated. The £26,000 anticipated from the 
roali tolls will not ncoosaarily undergo 
n proportionate diminulion, ta tho dii- 
creasa in the esti"!nto of U-xport d^ity 
on Rold cannot allecl thorn ; but wo niuy 
safely pui down a decrement in this part of 
the revenue of £5000— making a total deficit 
in tbe ODstoms and the road lolls of £30,000. 
If we approached tbe other sources of revenue 
.—the mining receipts and certificates, spirit 
and trading liocnses, fines, forfeitures, feus 
of Court and fees ol office, amounting in the 
whole to £-6,Ii00, wo should find, as a neces- 
sary sequence to the diminution of populaliuui 
indicated by tbe Customs receipts, a falling 
short of tho estimate of a( least £8,00U. 
Out of £150,000, therefore, antioipated, ilie 
British Columbian Government will diacovor. 
Blaring it in the face at tho cnJ of tlio 
year, the Btartling deiiciency of £40.000 or 
iheresbouts. How Mr. Gladstone would 
look in Parliament with a de&cit of twenty- 
six per cent on bis estimated revenue ! W e 
are really afraid oat colonial Cbanoellors of 
Exchequer will have to give up tbeir call- 
iDg, It is bad enough to boo official salaries 
unduly raised at any time, ami it is equally 
disagreeable tovvitnoss a totally unwarrantcil 
incrcaHO in the oP.ijinl staff; but to find these 
infliotioaa based on an anticipated aug- 
mentation, which turns out after all to be 
pnrely the creation of heated ofBoial imagi- 
nations, is onough to make one desire a con- 
dition of political life akin to Bousseau'a 
state of nature. 

The official strain tho present year will 
bear pretty equally on both colonics, la 
British Columbia as well as in Vancouver 
Island will be felt the distressing etTects of 
bnngliog B.T(ravagance on the part of those 
in power. Both colonies will have large de- 
fioioiii!ic3 to meet, and this after gustaiuing 
a Govcr.iiiienial pressure on their fiiiuiicos 
beyond p^cc^■de:^,. Surely it is timo that 
the paoplj JO '.ho mainland as well oa on the 
Island showed iho sagacity and the dotormi- 
' nation to stay that ruin to which tbe respeu- 
tive Qovornment are hurrying the inhabitants. 
This is not a time to cut and carp nt tritl. j. 
Another year liko the present and buiii 
countrie'B will be hopolegsly and irretrievably 
rained. Lot tho pe')pij ol '.he Fraser as well 
08 the minors of Cariboo demand ,with one 
voice tho removal of the tinselled millstone 
which tho camp at New VVestminater Las 
hung round th,:jr neck. Lot them ri=o in 
their united raie^h! and sweep the ,t' l'.),oi)(i 
ofTioialdoji inlu tlj: iiothingnoss from wliich 
it sprun;;. Tti :y may be told by ilio fu^v iii- 
fatuRlad individuals, puppola pulled by tliu 
ofSoiala at the capital, thai all this is merely a 
political cry for union of the colonies ; but 
we appeal to tho cool reason of every inuri of 
sense— even to ll.',: inisyuided anti-ti;jiuii 
cliijuo in Xc'.v Westuiinstor — il it la 
incni.'y a polilica! cry that soek.s to 
tlay a fiinouH o.xtravaganco ; that de- 
.i'tc:J to ir.augiirato a cheap and eiiu- 
plo modo of Uovornment, and gi^e to both 
oolcuies not only stability, bat a healthy 
progress ? Is it merely a political ory that 
sacMu to diminish tho taxation of both colo- 
nies moiu t'laii one-half; that demands for 
the jiublio '.vlio pay .he money a potent voice 
in its C':pendituru ; anil that endeavors to 
keep tho minor — :ho liritish Columbian 
mainstay — in tho country? -Wo opine not. 
If there be a political cry in the matter it 
comes from tho Camp at Now Westminster. 
It shouts beware of union ; for Vancuuver 
Island has tho ulterior rnutivo ol seizing on 
your rovenuc ; but it is theory o( " «top 
Ihief" over n{;aiu ; and tho revenue i.'i Coolly 
pocketed by the individuals who shout ho 
loudly in its behalf. These aro the 
men— and they alone — who bave an interest 
in retarding onion. Tboy know tbot the first 
net of llio new rcijimc v/ould bo a anoeping 
blow at that ,CJ0,()l)i), which is boldly taken 
from tho pubiie pockol by an ofKoial Council 
to pay nil ofJicial slull. Whui N'ancouver 
island watiLs is what Uritiah Columbia wants, 
not an advniitago over her neighbor — for that 
is simply preposterous from its iropossibilily 
— but a rigid economy wilh a popular system 
of government. Wo, as we observed ycater- 
day, could cut down our oxpoiisoa nnd cany 
on tho (lovernnu'iit of tho Island with a 
hundred a)id twenty tlnntsund dollars less 
than the aum paid by the sister colony for of. 
fioiali aioDO I But rotrcnohroont in Vancouver 
iBland is raally only a ledootion io one part 
of our expeodiluro. Wo feel the heavy lax> 
ation of British Columbia as visibly as if wo 
wore on llio mines of (Cariboo. \Vu want, 
lliorolorc, the hiimu ^y.steiii of oononiy in 
both colonies^ Had Htilish Cuhiiiibia repre- 
scntalivo Urvurmncnl and n thorough ooiilrol 
of tbe public money, we should not havo so 
niuob dreail of the futurO) oveu if tbb eo!o»

Our little city which by many has been 
ooosidercd io a moribund conditiot), . has ol 
late given sigoa of renewed vigor very grati- 
fying to those who feel an interest in the im- 
provement of tho American side of the 
Straits of Fuca. The hotel of Messrs. 
AUinghain & Company has been thoroughly 
rehtled and is daily crowded with guoHl.i. 
who speak in tonus of praise of tho good 
cheer ol the houso and the urbanity of the 
host. 

Tho wharf is a tine slruclnre and is a gri'ut 
convonii'iico and aciMinmoilnlion to vosiels 
for diacliarging cargoes, or for passiMigors 
landing Iroin the sleuuiers and packctJ. 

It i.-f anticipated that a lar^'c iiiiiiibi'r of 
lion.-cs and slorts hiII lie crci'tod huro the 
cominu' f-|iriiii,', mid we liL'nr ol'aii aii".iei()ated 
increase in our Im-inoss coniinunily, 

I'he village blaok.sinilh gives evitlencn ol 
renewed iiotivity in the scene uf his labors, 
and tho cheery ring of the liaiiiinor on hi.s 
anvil can be hoaid Irom early dawn till lute 
at night. He expects to enlarge his bii-iines-i 
by the addition oi u machine shop and boiler 
manufactory, and talks of laying down pipes 
to introdnoo gas from the newly discovered 
eoal mine on the KIwba rivet. 

We also hear some talk of a largo bakery 
to be egtabliebod by one uf our citizens for- 
merly in the trade at Port Townscnd, and 
what with the new shipyard and drydock, 
and tho eslablishmont for the drying and 
packing ol fish, we may safely predict a fine 
business liere next season, suflicient to induce 
a largo inllu.x ol population. 

Tho talk of roinoviiig Ihe custom liouin 
is all moonshine. T'lio American Goveminoui 
after having expended a largo sum in the 
erection of a light house and having already 
arranged to build a strong lort at the oiitrance 
of tho harbor, aro not ineliiied to move the 
custom house to I'ort Towiisend, although 
Ihoy have al tlmt place the uniiccu|iicd 
buildings of the military station, which coulil 
ho used for hos;iital purposes as well as for 
oustoui house uses without a dollar of ex,, 
pcnso. The collector and his appointees do 
not give that satisfaction to our oomplainiog 
citizen* which waa anticipated, not however 
from any fault 00 the part of those ofHoials 
but simply because tho " outs'* nro not satis- 
fiod with any one btat thcmsolvea, and only 
with themselves when they can obtain some 
position under Government. lint as it is one 
of the rights of every American citizen to 
find fault with every otfiuial, of courte the 
present inenmbcnts must ezpect to come in 
lor their share.

Your correspondent Muogo Park, in your 
issue ol the 13tb, writes some very good 
strictures 00 officials, and I lully agree with 
him. Ue alludes to the new importation of 
fiicials which have been bi'ongbt frnm up 
Sound instead of giving chances to our uu n 
citizens who have toiled on through ilm 
elhcial term of two collectors, waiting, but 
alas in vain to havo their claims to appoiot- 
menls recognized.

Mr. Ilijliop interposed and said no gam- 
bling bad tieen shown (luring the lasl 18 
nionilis, anil for the matter of that Mr. Young 
hiinsell hail alio gambled. Ho was proved 
to hive played cards with ihe bankrupt, and 
it was not fair now to refer to former wroog- 
iloing which had not caused the loss in quea- 
timi.
